Brethren of New York State Com- 
manded to Have No Associatiuu 
With Ofl'cnders. 

KociiKSTEK, N. Y., Jan. tj. — Right 
Worshipful William A. Sutherland, 
Grand Master Mason of New York state, 
iBBued a general edict to-day directed to 
the masters of all the Masonic lodgeB in 
llie Btate, disBolving all relntiona witb 
the Grand Lodge of Peru, on theKrouiul 
that tlie latter body has, to use llio 
words of tlio o'liciiU document, "com- 
mitted MaBonic euicide find vanished 
from e.xiBtencu." He Bays : " I urn tliis 
day furniaheil with a printed copy of an 
edict issued by Christian Dam, (.Iraud 
JIaater, over the certificate of 
Manuel J. Oaceres, as (;rand sec- 
retary, wherein the eaid Chrialian 
Dam ag i;raud master Maeon m 
Peru recites to those under his juriedic- 
tiou lliat according to catlioicisin tiio 
! Bible is a sacred book in which the re- 
vealed word is deposited, and as audi 
cauuot bo freely examined and criti- 
cised ; that the Bible cannot be coasid- 
ered aB a foundation of sanctified know- 
ledge or history nor as a basis of mor- 
ality, and be does decree that on all 
MaBonic altars the Bible shall be re- 
moved and replaced by the constitution 
of the order of Freemasonry, and that in 
nil rituals the word "Bible" shall be 
ntricken out and the words "the consti- 
tution of Uie Grand Lodge of Peru " put 
in its place. 

"The liody which was the Grand 
Ijodgo of I'eru," eayg Mr. Sutherland, 
" hi:a attempted to accomplish llvit. 
which it is not within the |)Ower of any 
man or body of men to do. In laying 
violent and profane hands upon a great 
";'lit in Mat;onry it has atlempte.l to 
change the plan and very ground work 
of the institution. That the iiihle iatha 
book containing the sacred truth is one 
of the tenets of l-Vee Masonry. Howso- 
ever men differ in creed or theology, all 
good men are agreed that within the 
covers of the 13ible are found these prin- 
ciples of morality which are the founda- 
tiona upon which to build a rlghteouB 
life. 

" Let it therefore be most emphatically 
underBtood that no Godless temple can 
he reared in the name of Free Masonry.

Sverdrup as Well as Peary to Move Toward 
the Pole Next Summer. 

LocisviLLK, Ky., Jan. 6.— No mailer 
what controversy may arise, Cajitain 
Sverdrup, Dr. Nansen's Norwegian navi- 
gator, who directed the perilous course 

of the Frani during the explorer's last 
expedition, will lead an exploring ])arty 
to the north next Buminer. The author- 
ity for tluB Htatement is Dr. Nanson 
himself, wlio lectured here last nigiit. 
Dr. Naneen said that the Norwegian 
government had already consented to 
lend Captain Sverdrup the Fram, and 
the sturdy seaman would sail from 
Smith Sound for the unexplored region 
beyond early in the coming Bummer. 
Ho will take with him aliout fifty men. 

Dr. Nanson further said that Captain 
Sverdrup will I'nake no attempt to roach 
the North I'ole, but would devote all hia 
time to ecientilic investigations along 
the const of Greenland. As he did not 
know Lieutenant I'eary'a intentions 
while formintr hia own plans, Dr. Nan- 
son doea not believe it would be an act 
of discourtesy for Captain Sverdruj) to 
peraiat in carrying out his scheme, and 
inasmuch as Dr. Nansen is convinced 
that Sverdrup conceived the plan at 
leaat as early aa Peary, he doea not think 
Peary liaB a prior claim on the route and 
project, or that he is entitled to any ex- 
clusive privileges on the northern coast 
of Greenland.

CANADIAN TRADE. 

Montreal Troubled Over Failure of Promi- 
nent Dry Goods Retailers. 

Toronto, Jan. C— R. G. Dun & Co.'s 

weekly review of trade will Bay : Mon- 
treal wholesale and manufacturing in- 
terests have hardly yet recovered from 
the holiday quietude of the past fort- 
night. The 0th instant ia a legal holi- 
day in this province, being Epiphany, 
up to which date many factory oper- 
atives prolong their New Year's merry- 
making, and with a good many whole- 
sale houses the figuring out of the re- 
Bnlta of the year just closed ia still in 
|)roKrea8. It is regrettable that the new 
year ehould open out ao early with re- 
ports of trouble among dry goods and 
clothing retailers, several of whom in 
quite a large way of business 
have made asaignments within the 
past few days, but in other 
liuea of trade mattera seem com- 
paratively healthy, and general country 
collections are very favorably sustained. 
The wfiolusale dry goods trade report 
that the proportion of country payinonts 
met on the •1th, ia a good average. Trav- 
ellers, who have been inoatly homo for 
the holidays, are quietly getting out on 
their respective routes and next week 
will probably eee a reaumption of activ- 
ity among wholesale circles to a fair de- 
gree. There has been a notable advance 
in linseed oil, to the extent of two cents 
a gallon. The activity in canned goods 
is continued witb considerable buying 
being done on speculative account. In 
the money market there is no change ; 
call funds are oQering in plenty, but the 
rate continued steady at 4 per cent. 

There is nothing of special interest to 
note in wholesale trade at Toronto this 
week. Business ia quiet, which is usual 
at this season of tlio year, but imlica- 
lions point to some activity in tlio near 
future. Country fito..'i;3 are smaller than 
usual in ucconlance vvitli the active de- 
mand before the Chrietmaa holidays. 
Manufacturera are kept busy tilling ord- 
ers for spring delivery. Leading staples 
continue tirm with occasional advances 
in (juotationa. January paymenta have 
been better tfian for sove/al years, and 
the number of failurps comparatively 
small. The railway tratlic is good. 

During the month of December the 
gross earnings of the CP. B. were !f2, 320,- 
1)00, an increase of $397,000 as compared 
with the corresponding month of 180G. 
Grand Trunk earnings last month were 
$2,188,523, an increase of ^261,781 as 
conii)ared with December, 1806. 

There is a moderateaorting up demand 
in grocerieH, dry goods, hardware, 
leather, boots and shoes, etc., and i?pring 
deliveries arc likely to bo large. There 
is a lull in the wheat market owini: to 
lower cables I'.nd dtc-lino in lending Uni- 
ted States markets, but it is likely to be 
only temporary. Peaa are in demand 
and liiglier, salca being reported at -17 
cents at Ontario points. 

Money ou call ia lirmer at 1 to I'.j per 
cent. Speculation in stocks ia more act- 
ive with advances in many issues. Ca- 
nadian Pacific, Grand Trunk, Cable, To- 
ronto I';iectric, Assurance stock and To- 
ronto railway aharea are all higher. The 
latter is Belling at better pricea than ever 
before. Failures for the week were 32 
against 02 for the same week of last 
year.

Hanker Creek Another Eldorado- 
How to Send Oat .the Treasure 
the New Problem. 



Those who would go into the Klou- 
dyke country with the least leas of time 
and a minimum of discomfort, will Snd 
the present the best time in the year for 
the trip — that is if they are not afraid of 
extreme cold weather, with the ther- 
mometer hovering usually about fiQ° 
below zero, and rarely mounting aa higri 
—10°. This ia the opinion of the 
fifty-aix men returning from Dawson, 
wlio arrived by the City of Seattle yes- 
terday morning, a number of whom left 
tlie Yukon cajiital as recently as Decem- 
ber «1, coming through with good doga 
over the ice and snow, and reaching the 
Const by either the Dyea trail or the 
Skagway wagon road. They report com- 
paratively clear sledding on tho entire 
journey, and do not hesitate to say that 
going in by the Stickeen at the preaenfc 
season cannot be other than easy. 

At the date mentioned — December -1 — 
all fear of liunger or need of relief liad 
passed away, and the talk of the Klon- 
dyke town and camps was once more all 
of gold and how to market it. For so 
great will be the output during the 
present seapon, not only of BonanKi and 
El Dorado but also of Sulphur Gulch, 
Hunker, Gold Bottom and Last Cbanco 
creeks as well, that the problem of how 
best to export the full volume of the yel- 
low dust becomes a really serious one. At 
a modest calculation there will be twenty 
live millions to add to the world's trea- 
sure within the next few months, and 
many oi yesterday's arrivals assert that 
this is but half of what the Yukon pro- 
duction would be in the spring but for 
the unsettled mining regulations. There 
are some among the mine owners wha 
will not employ labor to properly devel- 
op their properties until assured that 
the 20 per cent, royalty will be abolishe<i 
— for with it, they eny, an average claim 
will not allow a profit over wagca and 
working costs. Aa to the size of claiinB, 
the individual miners contend that the 
history of mining in the North ao well 
aa everywhere else in the world has 
proved the inaufliciency of a 100-foot; 
claim — the size proposed for the future 
—for profitable working. If all the 
creeks were as good aa El Dorado, 100 
feet of ground might satisfy a man— bat 
El Dorado ^nds out as probably the 
richest creek ' in the world to-day ; and 
the general law sfaoald not be based up- 
on a note worthy exception. On the mat- 
ter of reservations owners and working 
miners join hands, bo that in the 
sum total of their grievancets 
the miners present a unanimous front. 
While there are of course some blanks 
in the Klondyko it has not aurprisod old 
tiinera that Hunker cieek — emptying 
into Ibfi Klondyke river at a point nfteen 
miles from Dawson and itself led by 
Gold lioMom, Last Chance and several 
other auriferoua stieaina — ia jiroving: 
(|uito as good as El Dorado, while its 
gold approaobea the Bonanza trcek 
Btandard of fineness. The Hunker is a 
long Htream with room for upwarils of 
ita 100 or more claims ; there are quite 
as many on the newly prospected tribu- 
taries including Last Chance and Gold 
Bottom. The pay dirt of the Hunker 
and these tributaries is said to average 
$18 to the pan, while claim 6 below dis- 
covery is reported to have turned out one 
record pan of $104, Sulphur creek has 
not yet shown any Bensational ground, 
but $10 and $15 to the pan ia not to ho 
looked upon witb disdain by the major- 
ity of minerti. The Stewart, the I'elly, 
Henderson, Dominion and (.Quartz crecka 
are not proving up e(|ual to expoctationa 
acording to thu Seattle's returning min- 
ere, but these liavo not yet been (airly 
teuted by bedrock jiroHpecting and should 
not ba prematurely condemned. 

Napoleon Legault, of Seattle, as men- 
tioned yesterday, brings $20,000 in caeli 
with him, beaidea retaining IntoreBtH 
ujion which $30,000 more could at any 
time be realized.

Two Vessels That Add Materially 
to the Naval Strength on 
This* Station. 



GOLD IN GREAT HEAPS. 

ContlntiedJrom'pageOne,- 



Two of the war veBBels which, accord- 
ing to Great Britain's plan of strength- 
ening Eaqtiimalt aa a naviil depot, are 
to be BtRtioneJ here, arrived from Kng- 
land about 10 o'clock last nit,'ht, mailing 
with the Bhipa already at 10E(iuiinalt the 
largest lleet of warships in port for a 
good many months. The new arrivals 
are_ H. M. S. Leander, a Becond-class 
cruiser of 4,300 tons displacement and a 
speed of 10. G knots, and the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Virago, of 
;!00 tons displacement and of 30 
knots speed. The former is in 
commancl of Captain Fegen and the 
Virago is in charge of Commander 
Baird, who is no stranger to IJritiah Col- 
umbia liaving been on this station twelve 
years ago as a midahipman. Comman- 
der Baird is ijuite a young man havir.g 
only on Thursday last celebrated his 
2Sth birthday. 

The waralrijis sailed from Piyinouth 
on October J'J, and they have come 
along quite leisurely. \Vhen but a 
short time on their voyage tiro otlicers 
heard with sorrow of the mishap which 
occurred between H.M.S. Phaeton and 
the Thrasher, a destroyer of the Virago's 
type. The accident, wliich already has 
been chronicled, accounts for the Phae- 
ton's non-arrival, as she was obliged to 
put back. and another de- 
stroyer, the Sparrowhawk, had to be 
unexpectedly couimiBBioned to replace 
the Thrasher for tbia station. Both 
the ships are expected in Ksquimalt 
before the end of this month. 

Of the Leander arid her companion's 
voyage here little can be said otlier than 
that they had a comparatively smooth 
passage, arriving in excellent condition 
and with all well on board. Stops were 
made frequently en route because of the 
Virago's inability to carry enoueh coal 
to last for a long voyage. 

In San i^'nincieco four days were spent 
to allow of repairs being made on ac- 
count of some slight defects in the J^ean- 
der's boilers, and this, and a 
stay of three weeks at Coquimbo, were 
the most notable visits paid on the 
whole voyage. Tlie Leander carries 
a very fine complement of ofiicers and 
men, numbering in all 350 hands, 
of whom First Lieutenant MacHutchin 
and Mr. Olarke, the assistant paymas- 
ter are the only ones having been on this 
station before. A list of the officers of 
both vessels has already been published. 
The number of crew carried by the Virago 
is t)2. 

The Leander is a sister ship to Ji. 
M.S. Anijihion already on this 
station. She ia a double fuuneled 
uarkeirtine rigged craft, .jOO feet 
long between perpendiculars, iG feet 
abeam svnd of 20. ti feet draught. She is 
peculiarly suited for this station on ac- 
count of being able to carry a heavy sup- 
ply of coal. She was built in Glasgow 
in 1882 at a cost of £M8,4M. She is 
twin screwed and has an indicated horse- 
power of 5,000. Her armament consists 
of 10 six-incb guns quick firing guns, 4 
three-poanders and 14 Maxima.

She 
carries one 12-lb. breecli-loading quick 
tiring gun and five 0-lb. guns, and has 
two torpedo tubes. Her coal capacity 
is 80 tons.

The wagon 
road via Skagway and the tram- 
ways from Dyea are also ready 
for businosB and tha pride and glory 
of the respective rival towns; whether 
either has boon constructed in a suf- 
liciontly sub jtantial rnaniior to hold its 
own against the spring froahets is a 
matter for time— and time only — to au- 
thoritatively decide. 

There is not the least danger of a 
shortage of meat at Dawson City this 
year, for large herd8_ of caribou and 
moose biave been running in the neigh- 
borhood of the town and as many ae 59 
head have been shot at one time. The 
result of this ia that the price of meat 
has been brought down to 4d cents a 
pound, and parties who took in beef 
from Victoria are holding for a rise, as 
present prices would not pay expenses. 
The caribou of the Yukon are migratory 
in th(;ir habits and, as Mr. William 
Ogilvie stated in his lecture here, 
are rarely found two eucceesiva 
seaeona in the eamo place, As luck 
will have it, they iiavo turned up \Yharu 
they conio in very handy this year, and 
their presence in the neighborhood of 
DawBon ia another very strong reason to 
show the nttor absurdity of any chance 
of starvation or the organising of foolish 
relief expeditions. 

There are many things that Dawson 
wants at the present time — not as relief 
but in the ordinary business course of 
meeting an active demand. In the first 
plaeo there is a small fortune waiting for 
the bank that tirst seiida in three or four 
million dollars in notes of large denomi- 
nation — to be exchanged for gold. So 
eager are the outgoing miners to obtain 
currency that they would gladly pay a 
premium sufficient to leave the bankers 
a very neat sum, out of which to pay the 
cost and insurance on the treasure com- 
ingout. Another quick way to make a 
fortune that siiirgeBta iteelf, is to take in 
c'gare, for wliicli cash can now be got 
without kick or question. Flour, beans, 
bacon, rice, canned fruits and oysters 
are otiier things which could, at present, 
be taken into Dawson at a handsome 
profit. Someone iiaa already moved in 
the matter of taking in oil and candles. 
He, too, will reap a subatantial reward.

S.VN- QuESTiN, Oal,, Jan. 7.— Theodore 
Diirrant was executed at 10:35 this 
morning at the state penitentiary. He 
ascended the ecairold calmly, following 
Father Lagan, who administered to his 
spiritual wanla. He made a brief speech 
in quiet tones, forgiving those who 
" persecuted " him, mentioning especi- 
ally the press of San Francisco. His 
last words were: "I am innocent." 
His death appeared to be painless. After 
the drop Durrant did not struggle. In 
fifteen minutea he was cut down. His 
neck was broken by the fall. 

With eyea riveted on. Washington, 
figuratively speaking, the father and 
mother of Theodore Durrant spent last 
night at a littlu inn outside the prison 
wall, wliilo the aon made a desperate 
ellort to calm his nerves so he miglit 
spend in sleep his remaining hours. 
Hoping against hoj)e, demanding mir- 
acloa from the slight dill'erenco in time 
betv- cen WaBhington and California, ex- 
pecting some phenomenal action on tlie 
part of tlic iustii'es of the supremo court 
of the United States, when they should 
take their seats at noon on the day of 
the execution of tlie " criminal of the 
century," the unhappy trio spent the 
night alternately climbing the heights of 
sanguine hope, then plunged into the 
deepest abysses of despair. 

The prison officials also anxiously 
awaited the event. The prisoner'B every 
breath was followed by six watchful 
eyes, never for a moment withdrawn. 
The vigilance of the death watch had 
increased witli the passing of every day 
and hour. Always fearful of an attempt 
at suicide in the case of the condemned 
prisoner, they have been doubly cau- 
tious. The training at a medical col- 
lege, where his favorite study was anat- 
omy, so qualified him for tile facility of 
sell-destructiveness that the prison 
guardians were apprehensive of his 
slightest move. The most innocent- 
looking pencil was not allowed to get 
near his face leat he might jab it through 
his eye into his brain. The guards weie 
ready for poisoned leaves — for anything; 
find yesterday, when the number of his 
watcners was increased from two to 
three, Durrant would, indeed, -have had 
difiiculty in making the sligbteat move 
which could not be promptly stopped. 

He passed his waking hours in pray- 
ers and when, last night, the prison 
jjliysician remarked, reassuringly, tliat 
ho would come to him in the morning to 
give him stimulants, his smile and easy 
tone told, if he had not f aid a word, that 
ho would scorn such support or comfort. 
When asked if he felt unnerved, Durrant 
held up his hhnd and triumphantly 
demonstrated that he had no tremor. 
jTlien, with au air which was impreaaive 
even if grandiloquent, ho said: "If 1 
have to die I will die like a Durrant — 
that is all. I belong to a race which can 
meet even death without flincliing." So 
impreesed was the penitentiary doctor 
with the attitude of the condemned man 
that he declared : " Why, that fellow is 
the man of the century. I had not had 
him weighed, but I tbink he would tip 
the ecalea at a mark over 160. He ia as 
particular about his appearance as if he 
were preparing to eo to his flrat party."

liiifil. The mother sat i;ii one t-iile con- 
versing with her sou in wnirpi-rs. Diir- 
niiit looked ^yBll, hut his evm were rtd 
Willi iveeping and his lips were puiclied. 
The failure yestsnlay of the various 
moves on his bolialf were referred to. 
" It was a great surprise, but I am pre- 
pared for it," replied Durrant. 
" How do you feel?" 
" Hopeful, buoyant and ready to meet 
my Maker," replied the condemned man. 
" I know the Lord is with me. No one 
knows what faith is until they are tried. 
I am Kolng to a judge who never com - 
mitted a wrong and who cannot. My 
faith is BO strong that I liave kept up 
and will be sustained to the end.'' Then 
turning to hie mother lie said : "Mother, 
I have coinu to the conclusion that it 
needs a trinl to know God. And you 
may say this to the world," he added. 

A Budilen thought seemed to strike 
Durrant, for he added in a voice differ- 
out from the earnest, religinuH accents 
of his previous remarks : "I have had 
offers of reiiiuueration for a talk with me 
from the Kxsl. I have had three or four 
tclcgriiiiis. " 

" .Vll his words are of great value," in- 
terrupted liis mother. 

No offer of compensation having been 
made, Durrant was promptly cautioned 
to talk no more. He was willing to com- 
ply, but his mother being called away 
for a mcment, he resumed bis former 
strain. " I will make no reference to 
the past ; all will be made clear, if not in 
this world, then in the ne^t. I feel I 
am (it'rfect in Ciirisl." 

" What will you say at the last'.'" was 
I asked. Tliia was a rather diflicult (iiied- 
I tion, but the anewer came ((uick, in a 
flriuer voice than lie had been using: 
" 1 sliall only proclaim my innocence, 
loudly, strenuously," answered Dur- 
rant. " Maku tills as strong as you 
pliMise. 1 will not falter at the end. ] 
will die bravely, knowing 1 am going to 
a better world. Thank God my hands 
are clean, not etained with Llood ; but 
the fair name of California stands stain- 
ed with a crime that can never bo wiped 
out in tlio blood of an innocent man." 

Durrant woke at 0:30 o'«look after live 
hours of apparently restful slumber. He 
donned a new suft of black clothes, 
brouRht to the prison by his parents 
yesterday. The casket also had been 
brouKhl by his parents. When Deputy 
Warden JOdgnr appeared Durrant 
asked for a collar nnd necktie, so 
that his appearance would not be 
marred during tlio early hours of the 
morning. Ho had an objection also to 
the color of tfie stockings that liad been 
given to him. They were light, and he 
witlicd tliem biiick, so that when his 
body depends from the gallows his 
stockings niny uot bo an object of un- 
usual attention. Captain Ldgar im- 
mediately furnished him with a collar, 
necktie and another pair of stockings. 
Dr. Lawlor visited the condemned 



,,man shortly after 7 o'clock. He found 
Dprrant in an apparently perfect 
physical condition. Hia pulse waa abso- 
lutely normal. Ha declined any stimu- 
lant whatever, thanking the doctor for 
his courtesy, and wishing him a cordial 
good morning as ho departed. Warden 
Hale had refused to allow the Rev. 
Edward Davis to go on the scaffold with 
Durrant, but at tha request of the 
doomed man and his parents Rev. 
Father Laean, of San Rafael, was per- 
mitted. 

Durrant surpr iaed his guards when his 
breakfast waa brought in by eating 
heartily, and it waa evident that he 
relished the steak, toast and fruit. .After 
the meal Durrant read a chapter irom 
the Bible, and then received a visit from 
Captain Edgar, to whom be expreseed a 
desire to deUv.er a short address from the 
scaflbld. Shortly afterwaids Ura. Dur- 
rant called at the prison and was ad- 
mitted to the death chamber for the last 
interview with her son. Their meeting 
was an all'ecting one, although both 
strove to maintain composure. Rev. 
ICdward DaviB, who publicly announced 
bis intention to accompany Durrant 
upon the Bcafl'old, was not admitted to 
the prison this morning, and as the 
prisoner refused to see either Chaplain 
Drahms or Rev. Wm. Rader, the "Pro- 
testant clergyman who visited him re- 
cently, it was decided, both by the pri- 
soner and his mother, that Rev. Father 
Jjagan should be sent for. This was 
done, and the priest at once responded 
and made the necesBary 'arrangements 
for the introduction of Durrant into the 
Catholic faith. 

When it was finally decided that Dur- 
rant should accept the Catholic faith, 
the parents met Father Lagan in the 
warden's office and accompanied him to 
the death chamber, where the prisoner 
waa given' extreme unction and the 
Catholic service performed, Durrant 
was interested in the service and con- 
versed with his parents for a few niin- 
ntcs, and shortly after 10 o'clock bade 
them farewell for the last time and jire- 
pared tor the march to the scaflbld. 

On the arrival of the lirst train from 
San Francisco the open space in front of 
the prison gate was nearly filled with 
people, including many of those who 
held invitations to the execution, while 
others were attracted by curiosity. 
Among the throng were many physicians 
and several ofBcialB of the various coun- 
ties. Dr. Lawlor, prison surgeon, se- 
lected four physicians to assist him on 
the scaffold. 

So many persons pressed for admis- 
sion that Warden Hale ionnd it neces- 
sary to publicly annonnce that under no 
circumstances would anyone without a 
proper card be admitted.

— The marriage of 
Prof, Alexander Mellville Bell of Wash- 
ington City and Mrs. Harriet G. Shib- 
ley of Harrowsmitli, Unt., took place in 
a parlor of the Park Avenue liotel. Prof. 
Bell is 78 years old and the bride is 26 
years his junior, Proi. Bell ia tlie father 
of Alexander Graham Bell, of telephone 
fame. He first met Mrs. Shibley when 
visiting a friend at Perth, Ont,, two 
months ago. The Ilev. Dr. Patereon, of 
Lingbampton, a former papll of Prof, 
liell at Edinbarg University, performed 
the ceremony.

According to one of 
the nion arrested in the saloon at the 
timo of the shooting, noiialnie killed 
Murphy in self-defence, and Dean was 
shot while acting as a ))eaceniaker. 

Donuluie is a saloon keejier and Dean 
aconstalile. Tliirtcen men were arrest- 
ed in the saloon at the time of the shool- 
ting, among them being "rJajor " 
Sampaon, who is suspected Of compli- 
city in the murtler of (Jua Collander dur- 
ing an election riot three years ago, and 
for which Alderman Thomas O'Malley 
was tried and acquitted. Several 
friends state that the trouble originat- 
ed in a stabbing affray which 
took jilace in Donahue's saloon about 
three months ago, between Murphy and 
a man named ,)oo Keolioe. Murphy was 
stabbed over the eye, and on hie recov- 
ery blamed Donahue for canaing the 
trouble. Murphy swore vengeance. 
Murphy and Dean were leaders of a gang 
of touglia who three years ago beat 
Lieut, ("olloran, now Csijit. Oolloraii, 
chief of detectives, and threw fiiru over 
the Itandolph street Viaduct.

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Tlie First Meeting in fbe Municipal 
Campaign Held at ^'l•v 
Kidgre Uall. 



Tiie Mayor and Candidates for Ald- 
ermen and Scliool Trastees 
Make Addresses. 



The first meetiDR in the municipal 
election campaign was held by the rate- 
payers of the North Ward in (he Odd 
Fellows' hall, Spring Bidge, last even- 
ing and was slimly attended, qnly about 
thirty-live electora ^being present. Hia 
Worahij) the Mayor was one of the 
speakere, and briefly reviewed the work 
of the council of 1S'J7. lie was accorded 
a hearty reception. Ex-Ald. Bragg an- 
nounced that ho was out for aldermanic 
honors in the North Ward, and Meesra 
Miircliant and MclvMy EtiUed that they 
would be ciindidales for the Bchuol ljuard 
at the coaling elections, 

Mr. \Villiiuu .Snider was voted to the 
chair shortly after 8 o'clock, and acting 
on a siiiigeetion made by ex-Ald. Bragg, 
the chairman asked Mayor Hedfern to 
address the meeting. 

His Worship, reviewing the history of 
the past year, said several vexed ques. 
tions had come before the council. In 
all of tbese the council hod done tlieir 
very best. The water worlcs question 
was discussed by tho speaker at con 
Btderable length. He maintained that 
tlie condition of afTairs was not encoiir 
aging when tho present council went 
into ollicu. In tlie matter of the coll'er 
dam, they liad come to tlie cuncluaiou 
thiit it would be butter to take tho work 
out oi the contractors' hands anil raise 
llio dam three feet above higti water 
mark, and on the engiueer'a report it 
was finally decided to take tlie 
work on the filler beds away 
from the contractora without [)reju- 
dice. An independent engineer had 
been consulted willi in regard t o the 
work on the dams, to show that tlie 
contractors bad not done satisfactory 
work. The history of the work on the 
dams was then entered into, and the 
Mayor said that now it only remained to 
get the centre filter bed in condition to 
liflv(; the liltera complete. This would 
probably be accomplished in about six 
weeks. The floor of the reservoir had 
been raised, bricked and in cither re- 
spects satisfactory work had been done. 
Arrangements had been made to put a 
root over llie reservoir. Tlie whole work 
would probably be complete early in the 
summer. 

Referring to the bridge disaster cases, 
the mayor stated that early in the year 
he had advised an amicable aettlenieut 
in the way of compensation. The suits 
poured in, however, until there were 
now 70 filed. He thought that the liest 
way to settle them woukl be to take the 
cases to the Privy Council for judgment, 
tliough the matter might yet be ar- 
ranged amicably between the city and 
tbe parties who had entered suits. If 
any arrangement should be arrived at, 
tbe speaker would advocate taking in all 
the claimants. Tbe ratepayers of tbe 
city, however, must finally settle it. He 
was of the opinion that any reasonable 
proposition should be entertained. 

Speaking of the proapective rush of 
gold hunters here on their way to the 
KlondvKe, His Worship said it would 
undoubtedly bring good times to the 
I'.ity, but they must be prepared for it. 
The police force should be increased, as 
mauy undesirable people would no 
doubt enter tbe city. Times would be 
so gool, however, that any proposed im- 
provements would, he thought, be met 
with in the proper spirit. 

la the matter of paving the streets 
the Mayor thought it alioulil be done on 
the local improvement plan. That is, 
if people living in certain streets wanted 
improvements they should bear ttie ex- 
pense themselves, lie would not at- 
tempt to iatrodnca another by-law to 
borrow money for street improvements. 

In the tire department, he said, great 
disBatisfaction existed when the council 
had taken office last year. After inves- 
tication the department had been re- 
o'-gaiii/it'd and everything was now niii- 
ning dinoothly. The Mayor concluded 
by expressing the hope that he would 
have their support at the ensuing 
election. 

Just before the Mayor took hia seat 
Mr. l''ullerton asked him whether he 
favored the plan of leaving the bridge 
(liaaeter suits to the Supreme court 
judges for arbitration and to aBsees dam- 
Hges. Hia Worship responded that if 
no more reasonable auggealioii ineaented 
itself he would favor it. 

Mr. Martin tben wanted to know 
whether the Mayor was satisfied with 
the work of the city engineer. 

The Mayor — " Yes, perfectly. He baa 
done bis work thoroughly and has met 
with little interference on either my 
part or on the part of the aldermen." 

I'^x-Alilerman liragg, the next speaker, 
thought they ahould give tho Mayor the 
credit of Ilia convictions, and fur coming 
to the meeting tii review the year's 
work. In the matter of tho waterworks 
he lliougbt a mistake had been made by 
the board of 1804 in borrowing ifloOjOOO 
to improve the works, and then taking 
the matter oat of tbe engineer's hands. 
Out of this sum only about one-third 
had been spent by the contractors, bow- 
ever. The speaker would have liked to 
have heard from the Mayor what it 
would cost to finish the work on the 
reservoir. Uis Worebip, however, had 
stated he was not in a position to do so. 
Mr. Bragg then announced that he 
would be an aldermanic candidate at the 
couing electiona for the Xorth wartl. 
Before tonclmling ^J r. I'ragg made an 
a|)ology for Aid. Kinaman, he having de- 
aired liim to say that he could not at- 
tend on account of a severe cold. 

The name of Thomas Bradbury waa 
called as a candidate, but in a abort ad- 
dress Mr. Bradbury atated that be had 
decided to withdraw from the contest. 

Mr. William Marcbant, tho next 
speaker, announced himself a candidate 
for the school board. He considered the 
educational interests of the city almost 
paramount in its aflaire. He did not 
agree with the mayor in regard to tbe 
city engineer and guessed he never would. 
With regard to tfie work of the school 
board in the past year the speaker 
thought that there was no necessity for 
a secretary, particularly as they now 
had a city inspector. It was not unwise 
to continue tbe inspector in bis position, 
but he ahould perform the secretary's 



duties. Tho speaker stated his platform 
in which he objected to several 
recent changes made in the school 
system, among which he mentioned tho 
equalizing of teacher's salaries. 

Wm. McKay also announced himself 
as a candidate for tbe school board. Pie 
had been a candidate last year, but waa 
unsuccesaful, because he had not can- 
vassed. He wna canvassing this year, 
and hoped to be returned. He expressed 
himself in favor of doing away with the 
renting of a room in tho secretary's 
office for the school board. 

The meeting was brought to a close 
shortly after 10 o'clock.

EE BAD BOYS. 

To THE Enrrou:— The letter of Mr. 
John St. (JIair, published in tbe Uoi.o.s-is r 
of tbe ord inst., ia a moat interesting 
outburst of an over-heated brain. It 
being written just at tiie close of the 
Bchooi vacation probably accounts for it. 
riie remarks of "Parent" in Wednes- 
day's issue are i|uito pertinent. It waa 
an exceedingly sad sight to iiie on 
Christmas afternoon to see aevon boys 
on a convict'a form, tlio youngest only 
about fO years old, the eldeat not mucti 
more ttian 15 years of age. 1 am not 
afraid of taking the position that those 
boys never ebould have gone inside that 
jail. A well-appointed industrial school 
IS needed for such boys, and not the 
jail. 

Now, I believe that this epidemic of 

badneas on the part of the boya of our 
city 18 not all the outcome of youthlul 
over-exuberance. I have noted lately 
the desire on the part of many boys to 
dcvunr literature of tho worst type, and 
some of our book exchanges give tlieae 
boys the chance to gratify their deairea 
with very little dilliculty. Taeru ia 
a groat deal of tho most per- 
nicioua literature lying about for the 
benetic of our boys. Then, again, the 
way in wbicli boya of tender yjara are 
allowed to roam about at night is an un- 
doubted menace to good morals. Com- 
ing home one night, not long since, 
about 11 o'clock at night, four or live 
boys (the eldeat not more than L'2 or. i:> 
years) were standing at tbe corner of 
Flsgard and Douglas streets in very 
earnest conversation about something. 
ThoRe bovs should have been home ami 
in bjd. 'That they bad homes I judged 
frotn their being quite well dressed, A 
curfew law ia needed. L'Jt us have one. 
Here is a cha ice for one of the now can- 
didates for aldermanic honors to im- 
mortalize hi nselC.

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THE REGULATIONS AT DYE A. 



While some further particulars 
main to be made public, anfficient is 
known of the agreement between the 

Canadian government and the United 
KtateB government aa to tho regulations 
at Dyea, to show that tliey are wiiolly 
Batisfactory, and that no further iiupcdi- 
mentB will be placed in the way of tho 
tianeportation of Ganadiaa goods across 
the narrow atrip of territory now in poB- 
BBBsion of the United States, but which 
may ultimately be found to be a part of 
Canada. 

We are glad to make public a recog- 
nition of Hon. Mr. Sifton'a good work in 
ibis matter. He has taken the question 
np with a great deal of buainese eense, 
and appears to have arrived at aa good 
resulta aa could bo expected, Thia 
BhowB tho advantage of having the mini- 
Btera visit the Coast and learn from i)er- 
Bonol observation what the situation 
calls for. There are one or two esteemed 
members of the cabinet, whom we would 
like to see sent out hero for a good long 
visit. Indeed there are quite a number 
of people, having influence with the pre- 
sent administration, who would be 
greatly profited by a sojourn in this live 
country. They would get some new 
notions into their heads, which would 
be an excellent tbinx for them and the 
Dominion. 

There will be much weeping and wail- 
ins ftnd gnashing of teeth in certain 
quarters south of us at the way things 
have worked out at Dyea. The great 
American hog has been very much in 
evidence lately on the Sound. The 
Washington government has put a ring 
in his nose. This will not, however, 
prevent him aqnealing pretty loudly. 
We are very glad tliat it was not neces- 
sary for tho Dominion government to 
go to tho extreme of closing the paaeoe. 
Every avenue of travel will be taxed to 
its utmost by tho great rash now certain 
to come, and it would have been a pity 
if it had been necessary, owing to the 
greed of our neighbors, to have pre- 
vented travel from seeking the route 
from tlie head of Lynn canal. A policy 
of live and let livo has prevailed, and we 
are heartily pleased. 



eqnal to a reeident population of 30,000 
for one year. More than that many 
people will go into the country, very 
many more. Poeaihly leea than that 
number of people will stay there for a 
full year; but surely the total will reach 
tho suggeated average. These 30,001) 
people will have to bo provided with 
transportation for themeolvos, their 
food, their personal baggage, their ma- 
chinery and tools. Everything tbey 
need, except lumber for their hoasea, 
will have to be taken into the country. 
This will average over two tons to the 
man, but put it at two tone. It will 
come to 60,000 tons. Tho lowest rate at 
which goods were taken from points on 
the Coast to Dawson City last year was 
six centB a pound. An average of ten 
cents a pound to all the points on the 
Yukon will not be excessive. Ten cents 
a pound ia $200 a ton, which for 00,000 
tons comes to .i'.fi.OOO.OOO for trans- 
portation alone for 30,000 people. 
Moat ])cople will think wo are too 
conservativo altogether to estimate on so 
mnall a number as SO.OOO. Those who 
think so can increase the amount in pro- 
portion to what they think will he the 
naiiiber. Others will say that tho coal 
of triineportalion will average to all 
points more than ten cents per pound. 
An experienced miner told tho Colon is r 
the other day that the cost would be at 
least fifteen cents a pound, and he was 
very euro that it could not bo done for 
that. At fifteen cenle a pound the trann- 
portalion for ."0,1100 puoi)le, not counting 
their own tickets would come to i;I8,000-, 
000, to which must be added the cost of 
transportation of individuals backwards 
and forwards, those who stay in the 
country and those who do not, which 
would swell the transportation outlay to 
at least 125,000,000. There are people 
who will say that if we multiply tho 
number of people by ten we will be away 
within tho mark. We do not care to 
figure upon such estimates. Twenty - 
Sve millions for transportation alone ia 
quite a lot of money. 

Now, lot U9 suppose, that 100,000 peo- 
ple come out here to tho Coast and start 
North. They will probably spend in 
living expenaea and outtita an average of 
.^500, Five hundred times one hundred 
thousand dollars are $60,000,000. 
Add to this the transportation 
and wo have if75,000,000, if 100,- 
000 come and the length of stay of 
those who go North ia equal to a stay of 
30,000 people for a year. This ia a 
pretty fair year's business. The amount 
seems incredible ; bat when one reads 
what ia being said all over the country 
aa to the coming rush, it is easier to 
make the amount larger than to cut it 
down. 

However, wo did not begin this nrticlo 
with the idea of making calculations of 
this kind. 



THE NEWS FROM DAWSON. 

Tho latest news from Dawson City 
will serve to stimulate the desire of peo- 
ple to get into the country. So far 
there has not been an unfavorable re- 
report received. Thio is somewhat ex- 
ceptional. In nearly every caeo, where 
a mining country has been opeuG.i up, 
the ailvereo accounts aro almost aa 
numerous as those that are favorable, 
but in the case of the Klondyke every- 
one baa the samo story of abundant 
gold. Nor is this true of Klondyke 
alone, for from every part of the Yukon 
valley, where t)roBpcctora have gone, 
conie tho eanio kind of report;'. It 
seems to be a case of "gold, gold every- 
where." One may feel safe in saying 
that the only limit to the output thia 
year will be the capacity of men to get 
out tho gold, not the extent of the de- 
posits. 

I'mlcr tlieso circuinstanceH we feel 
vi'jy certain that a long period of pros- 
perity is to be lonkcti for on the basis of 
Yukon trade, and it behooves our husi- 
iiees men to examine into the situation 
from that standpoint. The present year 
will witness a tremendous rush into the 
country and nocetsarily a good deal of 
outfitting. Most of tlio partita who go 
in will take a year's enpply of provi- 
sions; but many will not, and their aup- 
plies must be replenished from stocks 
taken into the country by merchants. 
A very large proportion of those who 
take in a year's supply will not come 
out for more at the end of that period, 
but will buy now stocks in the country, 
il they can get them. 

We have no means of measuring the 
number of people who can get into the 
Yukon valley tbia year, or who will win- 
ter there, if they can. We do not 
like to make extravagant estimates, 
but nsBuming that riO,000 people 
will get into tho country and 
half of them remain there, and llieso 
aro figures that many jjcoplo will con- 
sider absurdly small, the amount of 
money that will be required for food, 
clothing, household utenbils, machinery 
and other things will ho enormoua. Wo 
propose to i)Ut for tlie purpose of thecal, 
tulaliou tho number of iieojjlo who nill 
„o into tbu Yukon and remain there as

STREET CROSSINGS. 

As a chain ia no stronger than its 
weakest part, so a street is no cleaner 
than its muddiest part, Tbia is philoso- 
phy. Now for the application. 

Wo have many fairly decent aidewalka 
of their kind in Victoria. A plank side- 
walk is not much of a thing of beauty at 
any time, but if we must put up with 
them, those we have will do pretty well. 
But what is the good of a clean sidewalk 
of wood to walk on if at every corner 
there ia a dirty crossing? Thia is the 
practical question to which the above- 
mentioned philosophical proposition is 
applied. 

A pedestrian gets into a street-car, acd? 
by exercising a great deal of care man- 
ages to do so without getting his or her 
boots very muddy. The car stops. He 
or she, as tho case may he, comes to the 
atop to leavo tho car. It is night. Now 
among the features of an electric light 
ia its ability to make a mud puddle re- 
semble a nice dry piece of ground. Our 
pedestrian aforesaid sees the puddle, 
thinks it la dry land, steps into it, and, 
if tho pedestrian is a man, doublleea tho 
Recording Angel jnita a (juery after the 
record which duty compels him to 
make. If the pedestrian ia a woman, 
she makes divers and sundry observa- 
tions uncomplimentary to the whole city 
establishment, the street railway com- 
pany, all car conductors and motormen. 
Tliifl sort of thing happens in all paits 
of the city during tho winter, and it is 
exiiaperating in the highest degree. If 
the jjodestrian prefers walking, if he or 
she ia really worthy of consideration at 
all, be or she likes to leave home with 
his or her boots looking decently. He 
or she progresses very satisfactorily until 
the first street corner is reached, and 
then it is iloUara to -ilonghnnts that he 
or she reaches the sidewalk on tho other 
side of the street w il^ more or less of 
good, sticky Victoria mud adhering to 
his or her pedal extremities. The which 
also is exasperating. 

The remedy ia to put down more per 
manont crossings, and where such are 
not provided to make croasinga of broken 
stone or gravel. Wo have spoken of 
the matter somewhat lighll}', but it is 
no light matter. Little things like this 
make all the diflfarence between comfort 
and discomfort. We hope the city coun^ 
cil will eive the matter some attention 
We close with a conundrum equal to that 
propounded by the Sphinx ; How long 
is it proposed to permit a mud puddle to 
remain on the west side of Government 
street at the crosaing of Courtney?

THE SEALING AWARD. 

Through the kindness of Hon, Fred. 
Peters we are able to give our readers 
full details of the sealine award.

Wo gather from 
the liat that only the actual damagoa and 
interest upon them lias been allowed,

Tlu-ro was an luuisually lai;,'0 atloiu!:iii«' 
at the police court yesterday luoniiu;;, 
owing to the fact that the decision of the 
inayiatrate was to be given on the prelimin- 
ary hearing of tlu' criniiiud libel charge 
agaiiusl Mv. Ian C'oltart, and similar 
cliarKCS against llr. W, C. Nichol, editor of 
Tbe Province, and Mr. Hewitt Doatock, 
M.I'., were set down for hearing. 

Sharp at 10 o'clock Mr. A. Mnrtiii, for llie 
di-femliiuts, and Mr. Cassidy, for the plain- 
tills, were at the courtroom. Jlr. AValtcr 
Nicbol, editor of The Province, ami .Mr. 
Hewitt liostock, M.r., wlioae ciiscs Avtrc 
announced to be heard, were abso prcseiit 
early, and Jlr. Coltart arrived in HOOd nmi- 
to hear the magistrate's adverse decision iu 
his own caae, which makes it necessary for 
him to attend tho first court of competent 
jurisdiction to answer to the cluiige of 
criminal libel. 

The nroceediugs during tlio day were cn- 
livenecl by freipient passages-at-anns be- 
tween the' opposing counsels. It was de- 
cided to bring on the case against Mr. 
liostock to-duy at 11 o'clock, and it is e.M- 
peclcd that unusual interest will be arous- 
ed when tliis ease coine.s up, us several 
pronuneiit witnesses will probably be 
placed on the stand. 

Before taking up the case of Mr. \^ alter 
Nichol, editor of the Provmco, Magistrate 
Macrae gave his decision iu the Coltart 
case. He .said:

To TUB Editor :— In all the acconnte I 
have Been of the lootiug of tho wreck of 
the Cleveland the part taken by tho In- 
dians has been severely condcinnod. I 
do not mean to say the Indiana wore 
juBtiQed in doing what they did, but it 
Bhonld be remembered that they alleged 
from tho heginning they would deliver 
up everything upon being paid for enlv 
ing the BtulT, as had been done within 
their experience in the case of tlie 
wrecked Archer some two years ago 
When they foand they were not to be 
treated in the same way again they na- 
turally doaired to keep a portion to re- 
pay tbeuiHelves, which Bomo of thorn 
endeavored to do, thus making them- 
yelvoB liable for secretion. 

Apparently no one in the vicinity 
knew the law regarding salvage of ves- 
eela and cargoes, and certainly the In- 
dian cannot be expected to know lawn 
with whieli even whites are not fami- 
liar ; nor can they be unduly blamed for 
doing jufit what white men often do 
under similar circuiuatancos. Nor do I 
mean to say that the Indians who were 
sentenced were not treated leniently, as 
considering the evidence before him the 
magistrate certainly was not unduly 
severe. 

But I do wish to Bay that these Bar- 
clay Sound Indiana are not bands oi 
savages and robbers, as might be in- 
ferred from tho reports, and wheu I 
state that upon my going on board and 
asking the Indiana to cease taking atiiH' 
from tho vesael thay at once cheerfully 
complied with my request, it will bo 
andeiBtood I have some baaia for my 
asseitton.

aer paddled for the shore. Owing largely 
to this Indian's caie sndtcotiraKe th« 
white man's life waa BaVed. The In- 
dian lost a valuable watch' and is blamed 

for the accident, Had he been a white 
and tho occurrence correctly reported he 
would have gained a medal. 

A little more than a year ago a band 
of drunken aailora entered the ladian 
village of the Oleialet tribe— In this aanio 
IJarclay Soimd— the inhabitants being at 
the time at a flahing station a few miles 
distant, broke into nearly every house, 
smashed doors, wind'owe, looking- 
glasses, boxes and dishes, making a tar- 
got for rifle practice of hanging lamps, 
and carrying away valuables. I have 
yet to learn that these offendera were 
brought to justice. Now that the In- 
dians have received a If^ason in British 
justice — as I learn by the newspaper re- 
ports— possibly the world will hear'more 
about the next outrage of the kind that 
happens in thia vicinity. 

Tho truth is, the Indian on this coast 
is largely what the whites have made 
him. The whiskey that I read they gave 
" undivided attention to" in the wreck 
is not their product— nor are th?y the 
only olTendera in thia particular case ! 
One of tiieir chiefs aaid to me one day, 
in terms of withering acorn, whoa I was 
e.xpostuiating with him about drinking 
whiskey : " If you want us to stop drink- 
ing eond away your whiskey houaes. 
Siwasliea don't make whiskey- Siwashes 
make dry salmon. " 

In tlic" harbor, before my house, na I 
write, tliere lies at anchor my little Bail- 
boat, provisioned and equipped for a 
voyage. It lias been lying thus for aov- 
oral days, detained by contrary winds. 
Indians tire paaaing and repassing con- 
stantly. Many things of value to them 
are th'era, with no lock and key to pre- 
vent them from helping themselves; but 
nothing is misBing,' nor have I the slight- 
est fear that anything will he taken. 

Could there be auch an esperience in 
any civilized city or town in Canada?

It should be understood this is in no- 
wise written against the officers in 
charge of the shelter and woodyard, who 
do their best under moat trying ciroum- 
Btancea, but aa to those citizens with 
whom the dialike of saying no is mote 
powerful than the will to put into play 
that knowledge of mankind which those 
of their rank must at least be deemed to 
have.

They 
claim thoy were not intoxicated at the 
time of the mishap and that the ac- 
cident waa not due to tlieir careleasneas, 
and the account they give it an exceed- 
ingly likely one. One of thorn remained 
in the water for two hours, lightening

To Tiiic Editok; — Some years ago a 
wiae-hearted and far-eceing man started 
in England and then throughout the 
Empire, shelterB, farms and woodyard s, 
where tboae in want of something to do 
or overwhelmed for the time by the 
stresB of circnmstances might earn bed 
and board without further loss. About 
three years ago such a shelter and 
woodyard was 8tarte:l in Victoria and 
by it'a liolp many acorea have stepped 
into steady places. A man in full 
strength with a little practice can by 
woodyard work for one day make 
enough to keep him two or three days 
in which he can look around for some- 
thing better. Even tiioso in weak 
health can do something. An evil 
practice has however aprung up among 
the clergy and people of some means in 
the city of givinc beggars tickets on the 
shelter for meala or even some days' 
food and lodging.
